Two cases ot dogs oltten 
by rattlesnakes: one up on 
Foothill Ave., the other at 
Robert’s Camp, down from 
Chantry Flats. 

Four-year-old “Tina,” a 
mixed Cocker belonging to 
Art and Annabelle Fox, 314 
Foothill, is finally recover¬ 
ing from a rattlesnake bite 
in the right eye, although for 
the first week she wasn’t ex¬ 
pected to live. The Fox 
home backs up against the 
foothills, and evidently ‘Ti¬ 
na” Wcus bitten while snif¬ 
fing around the snake (coil¬ 
ed in a neighbor’s back¬ 
yard.) 

The dog was immediately 
taken to Dr. Field’s for anti¬ 
venom serum and treatment, 
but there is still some likli- 
hood that “Tina’s” vision 
may be impaired. “Although 
we’ve lived here fourteen 
years,” said Annabelle, “this 
is the first time we’ve actu¬ 
ally seen a rattlesnake.” 


The $125,000 six-year Sierra Madre Park Capital Im¬ 
provement Project, calculated to make Sierra Vista Park 
one of the most useful and advantageous recreation spots 
for family eenjoyment in the San Gabriel Valley, received 
strong impetus the past week through Sierra Madre Archi¬ 
tect William H. Maurer of Pyramid Enterprises. 

Architect Maurer has presented the accompanying 
prospectus of Sierra Vista Park depicting principally his 
idea for the proposed nine-hole, three-par golf course, 
considered the keystone of the Capital Improvement Project. 

The Maurer outline constitutes the strongest proposal 
the city has received for development of the three-par 
course by private capital. Presently this plan and other 
capital improvement projects are under study by the 
Ma.vor’s Council Committee on Capital Improvements. 

THE S125.000 in improvements for Sierra Vista Park 
would include tenni.s, handball, basketball and volley ball 
courts, playground area, wading pool, additional rest rooms, 
large picnic area, park and recreation office and the 
golf course. 

Of the $125,000, some $65,000 is estimated as the city’s 
share of any golf course concession. A proposal of this 
nature would be on a 20-25 year lease basis, with the 
city receiving a percentage of the gross. 

It has been estimated that the city would receive 
$65,000 from the golf course concession, this reducing the 
total overall cost of the improvements from $125,000 to 
$60,000, or $10,000 a year. 

The six-year plan was devised by the committee com¬ 
prising Art C, Albertson and George T, Fleming of the 
Parks and Recreation Commission; Councilman James F. 
Abernethy, Recreational Director David A, Sommers and 
Assistant City Administrator Tom Butch,

"Do-it-yourself” dialing in 
the placing of many long 
distance calls will become a 
realty for telephone users in 
Elgin and Elliott Exchanges 
starting late this month, it 
was announced by Ralph 
Dutro, district manager, Cal¬ 
ifornia Water & Telephone 
Company. 

In explaining the new pro¬ 
gram, Dutro stated, that di¬ 
rect distance dialing is a 
system that makes it possi¬ 
ble for the telephone user to 
personally dial most of the 
numbers the country over 
that now require the assist¬ 
ance of the operators to com¬ 
plete. 

This system familiarly 
known as DDD will be used 
when a call is beng placed 
to a particular number when 
the person making the call 
is willing to talk to anyone 
who answers. This type call 
is described as “station-to- 
station.” 

If a call is to be directed 
to a particular person at a 
called number, or if the call 
is placed from a pay station 
telephone, or on any type of 
call which requires special 
attention, the call will go 
through the operator in the 
same way in which it is now 
being done. 

With direct distance dial¬ 
ing, all calls will be auto¬ 
matically timed and billed.

MRS. MARGARET ANTH¬ 
ONY, commission chairman, 
conveys the impression that 
she feels Bignell doesn’t be¬ 
lieve that Pasadena would 
be interested in giving Sier¬ 
ra Madre money to conduct 
the same type of program 
now being carried out 
through cooperation of the 
Sierra Madre Board of School 
Trustees and the city, but 
that for less money Pasa¬ 
dena could give Sierra Ma¬ 
dre children the same thing 
offered in P a s a d e n a’s 
schools. 

Assistant Administrator T. 
Butch believes there are 
three possibilities open if 
Sierra Madre Schools annex 
to Pasadena. 

The City of Sierra Madre 
could contract with the Pas¬ 
adena Recreation Depart¬ 
ment to carry on recreation 
activities here; Pasadena 
could contract with the City 
of Sierra Madre to continue 
the present program, or the 
Pasadena School District 
could operate the recreation 
program at the two schools, 
leaving the park recreation 
program for the City of Sier¬ 
ra Madre to operate, thus re¬ 
taining the identity of the 
city. 

Bignell meets regular¬ 
ly with the principals of the 
26 Pasadena schools since 
Pasadenas’ recreation pro¬ 
gram is tied in with the 
school program, it was re¬ 
ported.
